To avoid commencement of formal proceedings regarding this
matter, Respondent hereby admits that the following Findings of
Fact are true, and consents to the entry of the following

Conclusions of Law and Order.

FINDINGS OF FACT

1. Respondent is currently licensed as a life and
disability and variable annuity and property and casualty agent
in the State of Arizona, license number 6534.

2. Respondent submitted an application for a policy
of life insurance on the life of his sister-in-law, Lula
Walker, dated September 17, 1992 to The Prudential Insurance
Company of America ("Prudential”). Ms. Walker did not authorize
the application, and Respondent forged her signature thereon.

" Prudential confirmed that the subject application
contained a forged signature and cancelled the life insurance
policy, number 79-796-456, as of July 26, 1993. RECE‘VED
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CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

1. Respondent's conduct alleged above constitutes
the existence of any cause for which original issuance or any
renewal of the license could have been refused within the
meaning of A.R.S. §20-316(A)(1) together with A.R.S.
§20-290(B)(2).

2. Respondent's conduct alleged above constitutes a
conduct of affairs under the license showing the licensee to be
incompelent or a gource oif injury and loss to, or repeated
complaint by the public or any insurer within the meaning of
A.R.S. §20-316(A) (7).

3. The Director has grounds to impose civil
penalties against Respondent and to revoke Respondent's license
pursuant to A.R.S. §20-316.

ORDER

Respondent having admitted the jurisdiction of the
Director of the Arizona Department of Insurance to enter the
Order set forth herein, having waived Notice of Hearing and
Hearing on this matter, and having consented to the entry of the
Order,

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED THAT:

The insurance licenses of Phillip M. Baley are
revoked upon entry of this Order.
